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The Latest From Dewere City—-Some 
Interesting Impressions. 
George Gouin returned to Calgary 
on Thursday morning after a year's 
residence in <he greatest mining camp 
of the north, His trip evidently 
agreed with him. He is not tanned 
and looks as if he had come from 

New York instead of Dawson. 

Mr. Gouin left Calgary on August 
2nd, 1897, He had a rough experi- 
ence on the trip in, having to abar- 
don a portien of his supplies. On 
arriving at Dawson he secured em- 
ployment for the winter with the N. 
A. T. company, who with the A. C. 
company (both American concerns) 
virtually control the merchantue bus- 
iness of the country. 

During the summer people posure 


in by thousands. In July the 
Mounted 
in Dawson, The main street is prob- 
ably one of the most crowded in the 
world, Thousands of men who had 
never seen a mine came in with picks, 
ahovels and gold pans. Some of them 
never moved out side of Dawson. 


and decided they had had enough cf 
gold mining. 

When any particular commbdfty 
runs short prices shcot up to an en- 
ormous figure. When the saloon 
keepers were burned out it was dis- 
covered that the town was short on 
nails. Wire nails then sold as high 
as $600 a keg—$6 a pound. Chickens 
were an ounce each—y.». A meal of 
chicken: and Irish potatoes at a res- 
taurant cost $8. Fresh potatoes are 
called “Irish” to distinguish them 
from the evaporated species. 

Currency (bills and coin) is known 
as “chechawqua” money, “chechaw- 
qua” being the local name for tender- 
foot, as distinguished from “sour 
dougus (old timers). 

Mr. Gouin agrees with other dis- 
interested authorities in describing 
the official administration at Dawson 
as “rotten.”” He regards the loose- 
ness with which things are run by 
the officials as a serious obstacle to 
the success of the camp. The hay, 
wood, and waterfiont privileges have 
been disposed of to individuals in a 
way that gives them monopolies and 
there is naturally much indignation 
among the public. 
magnitude of the waterfront privi- 
lege may be had from the fact that 
Mr. Gouin had to pay $80 a month 
for enough ground to put his offices 
tent on, 

Mr. Gouin was one of the license 
commisioners appointed by Mr.Bul- 
yea. He says much trouble aud un- 
certainty was caused by Major Walsh 
interfering with Mr, Bulyea’s man- 
agement of the liquor system. 

As to the general prospects of the 
camp, Mr, Gouin believes the country 
has not yet been half  prespected. 
Hndreds of thousands of dollars were 
taken out of hill claims this summer. 
Gold was found in gravel near the 
tops of mountains. Generally speak- 
ing the creeks discovered last year 
and the year before have not fulfilled 
expectations but new streams carry- 
ing gold in paying quantities are be- 
ing discovered at intervals. 

Besides having acquired several 
claims on the outlying creeks, Mr. 
Gouin did a good business in handling 
claims for other parties as mining 
broker and estate agent. He brought 
back a large collection of nuggets, 
some of which he washed out h mself. 
He has some excellent photographs 
of Dawson, showing the town of 
shacks and tents stretching along th» 
base of the mountain for miles, with 
Lousetown in the distance acrcss the 
mouth of the Klondike.

A vote of $2,500 was passed by the 
Assembly to enable the executive 
to carry out the initiatory stages of 
its scheme for encouraging the tm- 
provement of stock breeding. We 
understand a part of the plan is to 
give a bonus on the importation of 
pure bred animals, the bonus to take 
the form of a reduction of freight. The 
executive will not go into the cattle 
dealing business, but will transport 
onder certain restrictions, pure bred 
cattle to the Territories for $6 a head 
That is, after the animals are bought 
in the east and their destination fixed, 
the government will pay the bulk of 
the freight, the cost of transportation 
to the importer being only $5 per 
head As the freight now amounis 
to nearly $20 a head the saving will 
be considerable.

THE BEAUTY OF THE PRAIRIES 


Miss Shaw in The London Times: 
“As the wheat lands break into roll- 
ing prairies the landscape becomes 
more diversified. Slightly Uy watered ani 
dotted here and there were clumps 
of wood, the prairies covered with 
short, even growing grass recall to 
the English mind the Surrey Downs 
on an immensely magnifica scale, 
There are the same undulations of the 
land, the same wide sweeps of sun- 
shine, chequered only by the shadows 
of passing clouds; above all there are 
the same blue distances that serve 
as an inland substitute for the wide 
horizons of the sea, The same keen 
air sweeps, even in summer, over the 
unprotected land; there are the same 
effects of bleached grass on the up- 

inds, the same vivid green spots 


. where water has been retained in the 


. 


‘dips and hollows of the folding land. 
The juniper and beach woods of our 
Downs are represented by tufts of 
birch and copses of the balsam pop- 
lar. The flowers only ‘of these 
prairies where buffaloes have roamed 
are more plentiful and more profuse 
than ours. From May onwards 
through the summer one crop suc- 
ceeds another in bloom, turning the 
prairies into a garden. In July the 
roses are in full beauty, and for a 
thousand miles the railway track lay 
through wild roses of every tint from 
palest cream to crimson. Every cut- 
ting and bank and Iittle scoop of 
hollow land was filled with them, 
and in places they spread for acres, 
dotting the prairies with bright rose 
pink as far as the eye could reach. 
Wild lavender accompanied them in 
great quantities, with red columbine 
and spiraeas, white and pink. Lovers 
of the prairies say that the Iflly sea- 
son in August 1s the most beautiful 
moment of the year, but aiready in 
July scarlet lilies blossoming in pro- 
fusion suggested a noble conception 
of Solomon in all his glory. A hand- 
some pale yellow cactus was a'so 
abundant, and the gaillardia of Ens- 
lish flower garuens grew like butter- 
cups in the grass.

sATUTE LABOR FIGHT

To the Editor of The Herald : 


sir: Kvery one must admit that 
statute labor is the best and cheapest 
meeoze of improving a new country, 
but at the present time it is quite | 
impossibe to force it on the p ople | 
of this country. It is obviously, un- 
just to compel a people to improve 
jand that contribuies nothing to its 
own improvement, much of which is 
being held until it be improved, What 
would you think of a trustee who 
irled to make you improve 50 ueres 
of land for a speculator in order to 
improve one for yourself? The North 
West Council, though elected to look 
after our interesis, fail entirely to 
do so. 1 do not mean that every man 
in the Council endorses the present 
Statute Labor ordinance, but I do say 
that it is folly to elect men who are 
incapable of fighting for your tnter- 
ests, when one good man-could have 
prevented such a fraudulent at tempt 
to tax the poor man and not tu» rich, 
to tax the small and not the large 
rancher. 

To make this clear to outsiders I 
refer them to the Statute Labor ordi- 


nance which says that where there 
are 12 men living in a township they 
must do statute labor. but if there 


are ony 11 they can't b> made to do 
it, so that the practical result is this, 
that while the rancher who owns a 
township cannot be compelled to do 
a single day's statute labor, 12 small 
men who have their holdings ip one 
township are each liable to contri- 
bute their labor or its equivalent, 
which the big rancher, who may b3 
the holder in the next township of 
more property than all the other 12, 
escapes scot free. Is it intended to 
legislate against close setiement, or 
to encourage specu’ators to hold large 
tracts of land?

FROM FORT RESOLUTION 


An interesting letter from T. A. 
Wellman from Fort Resolution, dated 
July 27, 1898, and received here on 
Scptember 22nd, has been submitted 
to The Herald from which the fol- 
lowing information has been extract 
ed: it was the intention § of the 
writer to have reserved his letter until 
he had arrived at Fort Simpson, 
where as he says all the dangers of 
the road would have been overcome, 
but the lake to be crossed is a very 
fangerous one to navigate and sv- 
eral people have recently been drowa- 
ed crossing it. A party of Germans 
tu trying to cross lost one man and 
the rest very narowly escaped, the 
deat drifted back to Fort Resolution, 
having lost all their supplies. We 
have been camped here now ior over 
a month, and are employing ourselves 
piospecting around the northern 
margin of the lake. The Chicago 
party that Wilis brought out are 
camped here, there are 34 men. Bg 
Bear McLean is with them There 
are about 100 miners here proppect- 
ing, and waiting till some one strikes 
{t big, then there will be a rush and 
they will be In it. Some of our fel- 
lows have just come tn from Fond de 
Lac bringing specimens of quartz. 
They were out prospecting foi p'acer 
digging, but could not spare any more 
time, being anxious to get up to the 
Liard river with as little delay as 
possible. There are north of Reso- 
lution thousands of islands, and there 
are good mineral indications in them 
all, and on most of them = go'd in 
the quartz, There are four Freneh- 
men here who are leaving for Chiec- 
ago, to organize a company to work 
a claim on Big Buffalo river, which 
{s on the south side of the lake 
about 30 miles from Hay river. They 
claim that it is very rich in silver, 
The priest here showed me some 
quartz specimens from {t, which were 
much above the average. In our 
journey up we were very fortunate, 
having eustained no damage to our 
boat, which is the more extraordinary 
as there are so many portages, and 
the rapids are very dangerous, but we 
ran them a!l without mishap, having 
with us a competent guide. We have 
not had any mall this summer, There 
was a mai! coming up by the Hud- 
son's Bay Company's boat, but the 
boat, maiis and all were lost in the 
Boiler rapids. So we do not expe? 
now to get any news until we reach 
the Liard, There are many part'es 
coming into this country, and a great 
many are very tnadequately equipped, 
not having sufficient supply to last 
them three months and the ou'l ok 
tor the coming winter is far trom 
wood, We have been fortunate in 
killing a moose, and are able to eateh 


any quantity of fish which saves our 
supplies considerably We do not 
espect to reach our destination be 
fore next summer as we haye to 
foxtow up the Liard some 609 miles 
it is our Intention to camp for the 
winter at Te Gate, and Deyvyits’ 
i ‘ It ecupy the moet of 
t? winter to portage our tok of 
provisions, and then we have jour 
ney of about 250 miles before us, and 
by the time we reach. eur diggings 
the supplies will have been mostly

OUR LONDON LETTER 


THE WEEK'S DOINGS IN OLD 
ENGLAND - 


New Steamer for Canada-_The Kaiser's 
Commercial Enterprise--Pug Nosed 
Children—Weather and Crops 

From Our Own Correspondent. 


London, August 31.—On Wedoes- 
day last a large cattle and cargo 
steamer, built to the order of Bider, 
Dempster & Co., of Liverpool, was 
laun from the yard of Swan & 
Hunter, Wallaend. The ceremony 
was performed by Lady Strathcona. 
Au the vessel gracefully left the 
ways, and slid, without mishap, into 

the water, she was named the 
Mount Royal, out of compliment to 
the lady who performed the cere- 
mony. Mr. Jones, of Elder & Co., in 

lying to a vote of thanks said: 
That people scarcely kncw what has 
been done for Canada. Lord Strath- 
cona had referred to the tannage 
carried by their firm during the 
year, but His Lordship did noi men- 
tion the cost at which that tonnage 
was carried. It was a remarkable 
feature of that trade, that all the 
merchandise was carried by their 
steamers at something like one 
seventh of a farthing per ton per 
mile, which was to say, that one 
ton was earried for a penny for every 
28 miles run. That had brought car- 
trying to a very low point, but they 
had been the means of relieving 
Canada of the preduce whieh England 
required,” 

FRENCH COLONISTS 


The French Minister of the Colonies 
has inevrred ereat odium by a circu- 
lar, in which he points out, that 
France does not want her colonicts 
to be exclusively military and civil 
functionaries; considering that there 
are French possessions where tke 
French population is composed large- 
ly of functionaries. Mr. Trou.let's 
warning is very senwible. In Algiers 
there are 300,000 French residents, 
after a colonist experience of 6) 
years. A writer in The Rappe, con- 
trasts these figures with the 3,000,000 
English born colonists in Australia 
after 40 years.. 


AUSTRALIAN ORANGES 


The Australian colortes are show- 
ing great activity in the direction of 
fruit culture, and are hoping for a 
share of the custom of the English 
markets, which this season, owing 
fo the defective blossom in the coun- 
tries whence are usually obtained 
supplies of oranges, are likely to 
aperience a shortage, Bearing this 
in mind, a Covent Garden trader 
cables to Australia, and arranged for 
6,000 000 of oranges to be sent to 
the home market from New South 
Wales., One and a half million of 
these arrived on Wednesday, in the 
steamer Ormuz; the government au- 
thorities at Sydney took the greatest 
interest in the enerprise, exercising 
especial supervision over he export, 
and stopped anything that was not 
up to standard quanty. They ar- 
rived in fair condition and _ were 
quickly disposed of in the London and 
provincial markets. It is stated vhat 
the trade in Australian oranges 
reaching London when most wanted, 
will quickly attain gigantic propor- 
tions, 

THE KAISER AND GERMAN 

TRADE 

It is not without considerable in- 
terest, as to showing how royalty and 
business sometimes go hand in hand, 
to hear that two well known German 
firms are sending representatives in 
the train of the Emperor William, 
when His Majesty visits Palestine 
While they will of counse, have no 
connection with the Emperor's en- 
tourago, certain privileges of travel 
are understood to have been secured 
for them; but it is not an insignifi- 
cant instance of their enterprise, that 
these commercial representatives are 
going on what will necessarily be 
an expensive tour purely sp:cula- 
tively. 

THE GLADSTONE DUBLIN 
STATULB 

Mr. Healy rightly informed the 
people of Dublin on Thui'sday night 
that the refusal of their corporation 
to give a site for a statue of Mr.

CONDEMNED FISH 

An illustration of the intensity of 
the heat is found in the condemn- 
ation of fish at Billi ate Market, 
221 tons of fish having n destroyed 
in the first 25 days of the prescat 
month, against 136 tons in the 31 
days cf August 1897. The quantity 
so treuted last month was only 93 
tons, and in June 78 tons. Monday 
last was the hottest day of the cur- 
rent month, and the resuit was that 
24 tons of fish were found to be unfit 
for consumption. This wasted food 
is hermetically sealed in tanks with 
carbolic acid, taken to Belvidre down 
the Thames and made into fish man- 
ure, excellent for the land. The loss 
when the fish is condemned falls 
chiefly on the small owners.

history of the temperance movement, 
showing that the present total abstin- 
ence phase of the question was com- 
paratively new and he argued that 
though probibiiion was very desirable 
and ought to bo supported by all who 
had the interests of the country at 
heart, yet. owing to the lack of a 
strong p'iblic opinion in favor of pro- 
hibition it was inexpedient at this 
stage to enact a prohibitory law. The 
people required more education as to 
the evil effects of the liquor traffic 
and everything which contributed to 
that end, such as the present pleb's- 
cite campaign was commended by the 
speaker, 

Mr. Hy. Jarrett followed on the neg- 
ative. Through some m sundersvand- 
ing Mr. Jarrett had come prepared to 
speak on the other side and he was 
herefore at a great disadvantage 
But everyone agreed that he made a 
strong speech. He agreed with the 
previous speaker as te the nesd of 
further education but contended that 
the best means of doing this wae to 
enact a prohibitory law. The firet 
prohibitory law in Maine was car- 
ried by a narrow majority but the 
subsequent votes upon the question 
were marked by increased majorit'es. 
This went to prove the cducative 
value of the law. In reply to the 
argument that prohibition tended to 
demoralizing the people, that as Gold- 
win Smith stated, the necessity to re- 
sist temptation tended to strengthen 
men, the temptation to break the law 
would have a gocd effect in giving men 
moral strength. 

The debate was then thrown 
open, A. T. Cushing argued that 
until the people of the country were 
prepared to compensate those in the 
liquor business for the depreciation 
of the value of their propeity by pro- 
hibition it would not bo wise or just 
to pass such a law, 

Mr. Langford replied to this that 
the law did not make any provision 
for the compensation of those who had 
invested money in what had turned 
out to be a recognized evil and he 
gave ilustrations of this in ordinary 
life. He made a strong point against 
the contention that prohibition is de- 
moralizing, “If you cannot make men 
moral by legislation as our opponents 
claim, it logically follows that you 
cannot make men immoral by legis- 
lation.” 

The ciiairtuan, W. H. Cushing, com- 
plimented both sides upon the way 
in which they had argued the ques- 
tion.
